City Council members back-to-work ultimatum

The Lompoc City Council last night set 
the city tax rate at $1.8488 per $100 asses­ 
sed valuation, an increase of 16 cents 
over the previous rate. 
A recommended increase of 22 cents 
was abandoned as City Administrator 
Gene Wahlers reported a late afternoon 
call from the County assessor’s office 
which revealed that assessed valuation 
of Lompoc was underestimated by $1 
million dollars. 
It is the first tax increase in six years. 
Councilman E C. Stevens made a futile 
effort to hold the increase to 10 cents by 
finding additional cuts in the budget in­ 
cluding the purchase of a used crane at 
$40,000. 
“I have always been a strong advocate 
of a slight increase annually, if neces­ 
sary, instead of large increases at one 
time,” Stevens stated. “We are really in 
for a pinch.” 
Mayor Art Scott declared that the in­ 
crease was a “very small amount in light 
of inflation” and reminded Council 
members that during sessions on the 
budget he warned of their alternatives, 
an increase in taxes or a decrease in fund 
balances. 
“What can we cut out of the budget?” 
he asked. 
Scott said he recognized that coupled 
with tax increases from the county and 
the school board, on top of utility rates 
going up, persons on fixed incomes are in 
trouble. 
“We’re going to have to look next at 
services that can be cut,” he declared. 
Councilwoman Charlotte 
Benton 
joined other members in agreeing to the 
purchase of the used crane. 
“Our people say they need it and I sur­ 
ely would go along with that,” she 
stated. 
On motion of Councilwoman Elinor 


Lefkowitz. the crane purchase was un­ 
animously approved. Mrs. Lefkowitz 
also moved to set the new tax rate. 
Councilman Stevens said he would vote 
in favor of the tax rate but hoped that 
during the coming year savings could be 
extracted from the budget. 
“The budget is not a static object,” 
Wahlers said. 
The approval of the new tax rate was 
unanimous 
In another action following a public 
hearing, LeRoy Scolari, 433 North D 
Street, was given a two-week deadline to 
abate a dilapidated building on his 
property, clean up weeds and dispose of 
scrap iron. An uncompleted masonry 
building on the property is now under 
construction under a city building permit 
and the Council took no action on th s 
facility. 
In other actions, the Council: 
Approved an agreement with the 
County of Santa Barbara for continued 
operation of the countywide free library 
system. 
Annexed six plus acres of land near the 
city landfill. 
Agreed to improvements at the police 
pistol range on Johns-Manville property. 
Agreed to the investigation of sup­ 
plemental water hy drilling a deep test 
well in cooperation with the Department 
of the Interior. 
Agreed not to tamper with a present 
ordinance prohibiting the parking of 
vehicles on city streets over 72 hours 
despite a plea from James Cordy, a boat 
owner residing at 316 So. Seventh St. 
Agreed to a joint agreement with the 
County in declaring the Artesia School an 
historical landmark at the request of 
Earl Calvert, member of the County 
Historical Landmark Commission. An 
appropriate plaque will be placed at the 
school next year, the 100th anniversary 
of the school, Calvert stated.

Czech jet crash; 
126 said killed 


DAMASCUS, Syria (UPI) — A Soviet- 
made Czechoslovak jetliner crashed and 
burned in the desert 13 miles from 
Damascus today when one of its engines 
apparently failed as it was coming in for 
a night landing. 
Authorities said 126 persons were 
killed and that two persons survived. 
A Syrian doctor and a two-year-old girl 
were the only survivors among the 117 
Arab and European passengers aboard 
the Czech airliner on an overnight flight 
from Prague, a government spokesman 
said. The U-man crew was also killed. 
A third survivor at the time of the 
crash, a one-year-old Czech boy, died 
shortly after his hospitalization.

Tuesday following a one-day work stop­ 
page that halted loading of grain on two 
ships — the Yugoslavian-registered 
Bosanka and an Italian ship named Iran

President Ford prepared to meet with 
rep resen tatives of two exporting 
organizations in Vail, Colo., today to dis­ 
cuss the developing crisis resulting from 
the union’s edict that no American grain 
recently purchased by the Soviets will be 
loaded.

Tapes to be made public 
at later date, Nixon says 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Former 
President Richard Nixon said in a 
deposition made public today he intends 
to make his Watergate tapes and docu­ 
ments public at a later date, but “I shall 
determine, ... not the Congress what 
shall be made public.” 
Breaking his year-long silence on 
Watergate in a 171-page deposition filed 
today in U.S. District Court, Nixon 
showed defensiveness as he talked about 
his presidency and the Watergate scan­ 
dal. 
The deposition was taken in Nixon’s 
suit to gain custody of his presidential 
tapes ami documents. Frequently during 
the sworn testimony Nixon’s lawyers 
stopped him from answering crucial 
questions about Watergate, saying that 
they were not relevant to the tapes-and

In the deposition, Nixon stressed 
repeatedly the phrase from the tape “I 
would prefer it the other way” which he 
said meant that his top aides should go 
before the Watergate grand jury and 
testify openly. 
With that exception there was little 
new revealed about the Watergate scan­ 
dal. 
On other matters, Nixon said: 
— His secretary, Rose Mary Woods, 
acted as the route through which close 
friends and Cabinet members dealt 
directly with thé President. This, Nixon 
said, prevented his isolation by the so 
called "palace guard” created by his two 
top aides H.R. Haldeman and John D. 
Ehrlichman. 
— He never called Watergate Judge 
John J. Sirica “a wop.” Nixon said that 
when Dean told him Sirica was a “tough 
judge,” Nixon replied “that’s what I 
want.” That quote was garbled in the 
tape transcript, Nixon said.

That $172,797 or $173,269.50 or $171,448 
you paid out in traffic citation fines last 
fiscal year to the Lompoc Justice Court 
went where you probably think it did: 
spent properly on items and services 
which are dictated in state governmental 
codes. 
In 1974-75, speeders, drunken drivers 
and owners of cars parked overtime 
shelled out $172,797. That figure, it 
should be noted, could be $173,269.50 or 
$171,448. 
A selection is given here because dif­ 
ferent amounts are quoted by the various 
people along the bureaucratic line who 
process traffic fine money. 
A clerk in the Lompoc Justice Court, 
133 South D St., reports that $172,797 in 
traffic and parking fees were collected. 
She knows because she records each fine 
on large sheets of paper titled “Report of 
Fees and Fines — County of Santa Bar­ 
bara’’ and mails them at the end of each 
month, along with a check for the 
amount collected, to the county auditor’s 
office in Santa Barbara. 
Glenn B utler, internal auditor, 
receives and reviews this mail. He 
reports that $173,269.50 was levied by the 
Lompoc Justice Court and mailed to the 
county. 
A clerk in the auditor’s office does the 
final handling of the report sheets and 
check and she reports that the county 
received $171,448 in traffic citation fines. 
After Butler passes on the documents, 
she checks the adding of each column on 
the sheet and, as per a precise system, 
starts appropriating the $171,488... or 
$173,269.50... or $172,797. 
There are four traffic citation fine 
columns on the recording sheets: city, 
city/county, county and penalty assess­ 
ment. Half of the fines collected under 
city/county (which are citations written 
by highway patrolmen and sheriff 
deputies within Lompoc city limits) are 
transferred to the city column (tickets 
written by Lompoc P.D. patrolmen) and 
the city of Lompoc receives 84 per cent 
of that total. 
Last fiscal year, $61,015.50 worth of 
city citations were issued and $9,587.50 in 
city/county tickets were authored, af­ 
fording Lompoc $56,622.27 in revenue. 
Almost everyone agrees with this last 
figure.

Alioto orders firings as 
firemen set strike time 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Striking police today defied a back-to-work ul­ 
timatum from Mayor Joseph L. Alioto who ordered them fired 
The supervising captain of police said may be necessary to call out the national 
guard to keep order

In a threatened worsening of the muni­ 
cipal crisis, firemen set a strike deadline 
for 6 p.m. today if their wage demands 
are not met. 
Tne most spectacular crime since the 
start of the police walkout occurred ear­ 
ly today when a small bomb exploded 
outside Alioto’s home. No one was in­ 


despite the lack of 80 per cent of the 
police force. 
Alioto said in his speech that “police 
just don’t have the right to strike.” 


county — eight per cent to the general 
fund and eight per cent to the road fund. 
All of the county column money, 
$63.817. went to the county, and $37.028 in 
penalty assessment fines were mailed to 
Sacramento in monthly checks over the 
year. 
Lompoc actually receives two county 
checks a month. One. the largest one, is 
the city’s share of traffic ticket fines. 
The second is its portion of criminal cita­ 
tion fines assessed during the past 
month. 
Lompoc banked $5,718.42 in the general 
fund from this source in 1974-75. The 
city’s traffic fine money was deposited 
in a special traffic safety fund, but those 
dollars were later transferred to the 
general fund. too. 
According to state laws fines and 
forfeitures received by the city must be 
deposited under a Traffic Safety Fund,’ 
and shall be used “exclusively for of­ 
ficial traffic control devices, the 
maintenance thereof, equipment and 
supplies for traffic law enforcement and 
traffic accident prevention, and for the 
maintenance, improvement, or construc­ 
tion of public streets, bridges, and 
culverts within the city...” 
The city last year spent over $60,000 on 
such items and services out of the 
general fund, so the $56,622.27 is well ac­ 
counted for, notes city administrator 
Gene Wahlers. 
The fine money cannot be used to pay 
the “compensation” of traffic or other 
police officers. 
When traffic law violators do not ap­ 
pear in court or mail in their fine 
monies, a notice is mailed out from the 
justice court. If the appropriate response 
is not made, a clerk types out an arrest 
warrant, the judge signs it and the docu­ 
ment is sent to the agency that issued the 
citation. 
At the Lompoc P.D., copies of the 
warrant are made and distributed to the 
patrol division for serving. The warrant 
is mailed to the closest law enforcement 
agency if the violator lives out of town. 
Presently, there are 180 outstanding 
traffic warrants on hand at the Lompoc 
P.D., the oldest dated 1968. When an un­ 
served warrant reaches age seven, it is 
returned to the justice court and 
becomes an “unable to locate” and is 
laid to rest in. basically, a dead file. 
Lompoc Justice Court found it neces­ 
sary to dispatch 365 traffic arrest 
warrants in 1974-75

With the passage of an 8 a.m. deadline 
set by the mayor for the officers to 
return to their stations or face dismis­ 
sal, pickets continued to walk in front of 
police stations. The mayor’s office began 
to prepare suspension orders, which 
must be served before actual firings take 
place. 
The strikers also are entitled to a hear­ 
ing before the police commission, which 
is appointed by the mayor. 
“Kids are tearing this town apart,” 
said Jeremiah Taylor, supervising cap­ 
tain of police. “The crime picture is far 
worse than we imagined because there 
are no reports. 
“If we don’t get things settled fast, we 
are going to have to call the national 
guard.” 
Officers said there had been repeated 
vandalism of police stations, possibly by 
strikers. At the Hall of Justice, which is 
the city’s police headquarters, keys to 
200 cars were stolen from within the sta­ 
tion. Some auto tires were slashed or 
deflated in the station parking lot. 
At the start of the strike Monday after­ 
noon Alioto said there was no need for 
help from the National Guard, and he has 
insisted there has been no big increase of 
crime in the streets since the walkout. 
The deadline for a return to work pas­ 
sed hours after a small bomb exploded 
outside Alioto’s home at the time he was 
meeting with representatives of the 
striking Police Officers Association. The 
blast caused the mayor to break off the 
talks and return to his home. 
Police said the blast “blew out part of 
the front door, but there were no in­ 
juries.” The mayor’s secretary, Julie Ni­ 
ch ols, said A lio to ’s w ife and a 
housekeeper were at the home. 
Alioto said in a get-tough speech 
televised to San Franciscans Tuesday 
night that dismissal proceedings will be 
started against strikers who do not 
return to work today “at the start of the 
normal work shift at about 8 a.m .” 
The talks were aimed at ending the 
walkout by 80 per cent of the city’s 1,800- 
member police force over wage de­ 
mands. 


A spokesman for Alioto said a note 
found on the lawn outside the mayor’s 
house said “Don’t threaten us.” He said 
it was crudely lettered in red printing on 
a white background and possibly had a 
Nazi marking. 
The spokesman said that shortly after 
Alioto’s hard-line speech he received a 
phone threat. 
“We took it seriously,” he said. 
The spokesman said the threat “had 
something to do” with Alioto’s publicly 
announced walk through the tough 
Tenderloin area after his video speech to

Rabin 
deemed 
'traitor'

Right-wing 
Israeli 
demonstrators 
chanting “traitor! traitor!” converged 
on the Tel Aviv home of Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin today to protest a new 
Israeli-Egyptian Sinai pact on the eve of 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger’s 
arrival. 
Earlier today Israel said its security 
forces killed three Arab guerrillas who 
crossed from Lebanon bent on attacking 
a frontier settlement in a death squad 
strike apparently timed to coincide with 
Kissinger's latest Middle East shuttle. 
Israeli soldiers suffered one casualty 
in a brief clash with the guerrillas of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine shortly after they were 
detected outside the settlement of 
Hanita. the military command said. 
More than 200 demonstrators of the 
Gush Imunim (Loyalist Bloc) converged 
on Rabin's home but s e n blocked by 
blue iron police barricades and two 
dozen police 30 yards from the house 
Kissinger was leaving Washington 
tonight for Israel where heavy security 
precautions were in effect against ex­ 
pected anti-American 
demonstrations 
He was expected to confer by telephone 
during the day with President Ford on 
the agreement said to involve nearly $3 
billion in aid to Israel. 
There were a series of Middle East 
developments today involving the new 
interim Sinai agreement: 
— The Beirut newspaper A1 Anwar 
reported that Egypt and Israel settled 
their last remaining dispute over terms 
after Ford sent two m essages to 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat assur­ 
ing him that the United States will try to 
launch negotiations for a Golan Heights 
disengagement between Syria and Israel 
before the end of this year. 
— Egypt criticized Israel for disclos­ 
ing prematurely key elements of a new 
Sinai disengagement accord, saying the 
disclosures were “incomplete and dis­ 
torted.” At the same time, presidential 
spokesman Tahsin Bashir said Egypt 
was “ hopeful’’ Kissinger's peace- 
seeking mission, beginning in Jerusalem 
Thursday, would result in the long- 
awaited second-stage interim agree­ 
ment. 
— Palestinian guerrilla leader Yasser 
Arafat predicted in an interview 
published today in the Paris newspaper 
Le Monda that Arab leaders will not go 
along with any new Israeli-Egyptian 
agreement that does not also call for 
Israeli pullbacks on the Syrian and Jor­ 
danian fronts. 
Mobs wreck headquarters 
of Portuguese communists 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) - An angry 
mob ransacked the headquarters of the 
pro-Communist Portuguese Democratic 
Movement in the northern industrial city 
of Porto early today and turned its con­ 
tents into a giant bonfire. 
In the Azores Islands, the military 
governor ordered several Communist 
leaders deported for their own safety. 
The action was taken after crowds 
sacked and burned the offices of the 
Communists and other left-wing groups 
in Angra do Heroismo and Ponta 
Delgada. 
The formal evacuation of the Com­ 
munist leaders represented a serious set­ 
back for both the Communist party and 
the central government in the mid- 
Atlantic islands, which have been 
operating as virtually an autonomous 
state for the past month. 
The attack in Porto came a few hours 
after the Communists canceled a plan­ 
ned rally there in the party's counter­ 
offensive against the anti-Communist 
violence that has swept Portugal. 
The Communists said the demonstra­ 
tion was put off because of the possibility 
of “a major confrontation.” 
Much of the violence has been centered 
in the north, but the attack today was the 
first reported against a party 


headquarters in Porto itself, once con­ 
sidered a left-wing stronghold. 
The fading fortunes of the Communists 
was further emphasized by their decision 
to join a far-left Lisbon demonstration 
planned for tonight in support of a 
radical political plan of military security 
chief Gen Otelo Saraiva de Carvalho. 


The move marked a sharp departure in 
policy for the Communists, who until 
now have thrown all of their weight 
behind pro-Communist Prime Minister 
Vasco Goncalves. 
This shift might have been provoked by 
the almost total failure of a 30-minute 
general strike Tuesday organized by the 
Communist-controlled 
National Labor 
Confederation 


But the Communists mounted a cam­ 
paign in the two Communist-controlled 
Lisbon morning newspapers to hide this 
setback.

Influenza 
vaccine 
clinics set 


A countywide influenza vac­ 
cine program to protect people 
over 60 from flu and its com 
plications will be conducted by 
the Santa B arbara County 
Health Department again this 
fall, according to Dr. Frank 
Cline. Jr., the acting health of­ 
ficer. Some 9,380 doses of vac­ 
cine will be made available 
throughout the County. Special 
clinics at no cost will be 
scheduled between September 
30 and November 19. 
"It is especially important 
for older residents, as well as 
those of all ages who suffer 
with chronic heart and lung 
p r o b le m s , 
to 
p r o te c t 
themselves against influenza." 
Dr. Cline warned, 
"Not only can the flu itself be 
devastating to the elderly and 
chronically ill. but it can often 
le a d 
to 
m o re 
s e r io u s , 
s o m e tim e s 
f a ta l 
c o m ­ 
plications." he added, 


The influenza vaccine will be 
supplied by the State Health 
Department as authorized by 
Assembly Bill 60 of the 1975 
Legislature, which provides for 
some 700,000 doses statewide. 
The program will be conducted 
here by the Santa Barbara 
County Health D epartm ent 
with the assistance of the Santa 
Barbara County Senior Citizens 
A dvisory C om m ission and 
various local Senior Citizen 
groups. 


"We are very pleased with 
our success last year when 
about 2,500 County residents 
to o k 
a d v a n ta g e of th e 
program,” Dr. Cline said. 
Dr. Cline emphasized that 
today’s improved vaccines have 
dramatically reduced side ef­ 
fects and are much more effec­ 
tive than those available 
several years ago. 
Clinic schedules will be an­ 
nounced in September.

of speeding up a resolution of 
the various pending water en­ 
titlement exchanges

has been advised by Public 
W orks D ire c to r N orm an 
Caldwell that the Lost Hills dis­ 
trict had also expressed in­ 
terest in buying Santa Barbara 
County’s State Project entitle­ 
ment of a maximum of over 
57.000-acre feet a year for an in­ 
definite period in order to carry 
out land developments in the 
San Joaquin Valiey area.

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Another gasoline 
price hike nears 


CHICAGO (UPI) - There 
will be another round of gas­ 
oline price hikes next month, 
but the increases will be 
modest as the nation's oil in­ 
dustry attempts to prove itself 
mature enough to handle its 
own affairs, a veteran industry 
observer says. 
The projected hike was based 
on the assumption the price- 
control era for gasoline will 
come to an end when the 
Congress fails to override 
President Ford’s veto of a 
measure to extend controls 
beyond their Aug 31 expiration 
date. 
—Herbert Hugo, senior editor 
of Platt's Daily Oilgram, said 
gasoline prices might go up as 
much as 3 cents per gallon in 
September But he predicted 
competition and restraint by oil 
companies in the face of possi­ 
ble public recrimination to keep 
the average hike below 3 cents. 


“ This is a test period for the 
major oil companies. They 
want to show the world they can 
run their own business without 
government interference,” 
Hugo said. 
“ I expect the industry to 
come through this initial stage 
with flying colors,” he said. But 
he warned the public to remain 
aware of energy problems, es­ 


pecially in the period im­ 
mediately following the 1976 
elections. 
“ The thing to watch for is a 
general lapse by the public into 
a mood of security and trust,” 
Hugo said. “ The energy prob­ 
lem remains with us If we 
relax, it’s going to be hard to 
revive the issue with appropri­ 
ate impact.” 
Two areas of concern will be 
watched as far as the oil in­ 
dustry is concerned, Hugo said. 
“ The major oil companies 
will be under pressure to keep 
pump 
prices 
from 
skyrocketing, and their attitude 
toward the independent oil 
firms will be watched If they 
try to freeze out the little in­ 
dependents. cries for govern­ 
ment intervention w ill 
resume.” 
Hugo feels the oil industry 
has earned the right to operate 
without controls, “ because of 
its record in holding down 
prices over 20 years.” Hugo 
said 21 oil companies increased 
pump prices during August and 
four decreased them. 
Under government control, 
Hugo said, only one price hike 
per month is permissible 
Without controls, prices can 
change daily, depending on fac­ 
tors involved in production, 
shipping and competition. 
Milk price hike 
now asked sooner 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Dairy farmers who recently 
warned consumers to expect a 2 
to 4 cent increase on a half 
gallon of milk this fall are now 
asking the government to let 
them raise the price a month 
sooner. 
But chances the request will 
be granted are dim, says an 
Agriculture Department of­ 
ficial. 


A request filed with the 
Agriculture Department Tues­ 
day by the National Milk 
Producers Federation asked for 
an emergency hearing on a 
proposal to speed up operation 
of the complex milk pricing for­ 
mula, which is to force in­ 
creases in drinking-grade milk 
during September through 
November. 


Patrick Healy, secretary of 
the farm group, said in an inter­ 
view that if the proposal is ac­ 
cepted, the scheduled Sep- 
tember-October price increases 
would be compressed into a 
single increase taking effect in 
September. The increase due in 
November would then be added 
a month ahead of schedule, in 
October. 
Healy said that on the basis of 


price forecasts, the speed-up 
would bring dairy farmers 
about $30 million in extra in­ 
come. Consumers would pay 
the bill by paying higher prices 
earlier than scheduled. 
Healy, however, conceded 
that Agriculture Department 
officials appear “ very reluc­ 
tant” to approve the speed-up. 
One official who asked not to be 
identified confirmed that initial 
reaction to the proposal is cold. 
Healy earlier said the expect­ 
ed increase of 2 to 4 cents for 
fluid milk prices over the next 
few months is inevitable 
because production costs have 
been rising and milk production 
has been declining. 
Federation spokesmen said 
they wanted to alert consumers 
to the prospect in advance and 
contended buyers will be better 
off taking a “ moderate” price 
JÜke than allowing low prices to 
force production down further. 
The pricing formula the 
federation asked USDA to 
amend bases prices farmers 
get for drinking-grade milk in 
any month on prices paid two 
months earlier for “ manufac­ 
turing grade” milk — used in 
making butter and cheese — in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
Bronfman may stand 
by kidnap suspect 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
wife of Dominic Byrne, one of 
two suspects in the kidnaping of 
Samuel Bronfman II, says the 
21-year-old whiskey heir has 
promised to stand by her hus­ 
band. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Byrne said 
Tuesday young Bronfman is 
grateful for help provided by 
Byrne in getting him released. 
“ He told my husband that if 
he ever needed help if he 
(Bronfman) got free, he would 
take care of him because he 
knew the other fellow would not 
release him,” Mrs. Byrne said. 
"I am sure this boy, if he has 
any kind of a heart, knows the 
good care that was taken (by 
Byrne) ... to protect him.” 
It was Byrne who gave police 
and FBI agents the key to the 
Brooklyn apartment where au­ 
thorities said they found Bronf­ 
man, heir to the $1.7-billion 
Seagrams whiskey fortune, 
bound, blindfolded and guarded

Astronaut 
Recipe for veto override 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer undertakes another mis­ 
sion to the Middle East tonight, 
this time to get an interim 
agreement between Israel and 
Egypt 
He met with Israeli Ambassa­ 
dor Simcha Dinitz for several 
hours at the State Department 
Tuesday and was to see him 
again today to tidy up major 
points in the agreement. 
An Israeli parliament leader 
Tuesday announced some terms 
of the agreement he said would 
last three years. 
Yitzhak Navon, foreign af­ 
fairs committee chairman, said 
Egypt and Israel would re­ 
nounce the use of force and that 
Israel would get at least $2 
billion in economic aid and 
sophisticated weapons from the 
United States and a guarantee 
the United States will supply oil 
if Israel cannot buy it on the 
world market. 


Kissinger leaves tonight on a 
shuttle trip that may last as 
long as 10 days. He was 
scheduled to arrive in Tel Aviv 
Thursday and fly to Egypt Fri­ 
day. His schedule after that is 
open, depending on the course 


of negotiations, but he also 
planned to visit Syria, Jordan 
and Saudi Arabia 
Dinitz told reporters Tuesday 
“ it is obvious" the new shuttle 
will not solve all the problems 
No new points were raised at 
Tuesday’s meeting, he said. 
Also meeting with Kissinger 
Tuesday was a delegation of 10 
Jewish leaders Their spoke* 
man. Rabbi Israel Miller, said

for lesion 


HOUSTON (U PI) - A small 
lesion in the left lung of 
astronaut Donald “ Deke" Slay­ 
ton has been discovered so ear­ 
ly that Slayton probably can 
return to space flight status, ac­ 
cording to his physician. 
Slayton, 51. last of the 
original seven space pilots to 
fly, will undergo exploratory 
lung surgery next week because 
of the lesion, the space agency 
announced Tuesday 


The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration denied 
the lesion was caused by the 
poison rocket propellant fumes 
Slayton, Thomas Stafford and 
Vance Brand breathed July 24 
during the return from their 
historic flight in space with two 
Soviet cosmonauts last month. 


Dr. Arnauld Nicogossian, a 
space agency flight surgeon 
who treated the pilots after the 
mission, said the exposure to 
the poisonous fumes con­ 
tributed to the early discovery 
of the lesion. 
He said the lesion, which ap­ 
pears to be the size of a pencil 
eraser, shows up as a faint 
shadow in pre-flight X-rays of 
Slayton’s chest, confirming it 
was not caused by the rocket 
propellant fumes. But Nicogos­ 
sian said it went unnoticed until 
careful examinations of the 
pilots after the mission because 
the fumes burned their lungs. 


He said that even if the lesion 
turns out to be a malignant 
tumor. Slayton probably will 
recover easily and return to 
flight status. 
Slayton, America's oldest 
astronaut, was grounded just 
before his first Mercury flight 
in 1962 because of a heart 
irregularity. He served as chief 
of the astronaut corps until doc­ 
tors determined his heart 
problem was gone and he was 
returned to flight status. 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Take the right issue. 
Add a dash of frustration with 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
Catch him off-guard. 
Blend together quickly and 
you have the recipe for a Senate 
veto override. 
Chances are the same in­ 
gredients won’t work in the As­ 
sembly. For one thing. Brown 
isn’t about to be caught un­ 
aware again. 
But whether he can stop the 
momentum of the Senate 
override in the Assembly is un­ 
certain. 
Key legislators described the 
freshman chief executive as 
“ surprised" Monday when he 
learned that the Democratic- 
dominated Senate with one vote 
to spare had reversed his veto 
of $30 m illion from the 
legislature’s $172 million emer­ 
gency school finance bill. 
Brown aides said they first 
learned of the vote to override 
when it was practically accom­ 
plished and they had virtually 
no chance of turning it around. 
Sixteen Democrats and 12 
Republicans, a mixed bag of 
liberals, moderates and conser­ 
vatives, voted to reject the 
veto. Six Democrats and one 
Republican — Sen. Dennis 
Carpenter of Newport Beach, a 
contender for the U.S. Senate — 
voted to uphold Brown. 
The override machinery was 
set into motion Friday after­ 
noon when Sen. David Roberti, 
Democratic caucus chairman, 
acted at the request of Sen. 
Ralph Dills, D-Gardena, and 
called a closed-door meeting of 
Senate Democrats for 12:30 
p.m Monday. 
The time, place and reason 
for the meeting was known 
generally around the Capitol. 


but not to Brown and his staff 
and apparently not to all Senate 
Democrats. The Sacramento 
Bee published a front page 
story Saturday on the upcoming 
session. 
In advance of the meeting on 
Monday, Brown told newsmen 
he had no discussion of the issue 
with legislators and indicated 
he knew nothing of the session. 
“ We were not aware there 
was a Senate caucus meeting on 
this subject,” Gray Davis, the 
governor's chief of staff, said. 
“ Obviously, we are always 
grateful to have the opportunity 
to present our side of the case 
and if we were aware we would 
have made some effort to 
represent the governor’s 
views." 
Davis said as late as 11 a.m. 
Monday the governor’s legisla­ 
tive aides talked with staffers 
in the office of Senate President 
Pro Tern James R. Mills.

He said he assumed that 
Roberti would have notified the 
governor of the discussion 
topic.

Contamination discovered 
in major baby foods 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Con­ 
sumers Union said Tuesday it 
had found in a sampling of 
major brands of baby food 
small amounts of insects, in­ 
sect parts, rodent hair and 
paint chips. 


The organization said the 
Food and Drug Administration 
should crack down although the 
amounts of filth were not large 
enough to be a health hazard. 


The paint chips apparently 
came from enamel from the in­ 
side of container lids and the 
CU said about 20 chips per bot­ 
tle were found in Beech-Nut ap­ 
plesauce, Gerber applesauce, 
Heinz applesauce, Heinz orange 
juice and Heinz apple juice. 
The CU, which publishes 
“ Consumer 
R ep o rts” 
magazine, said its tests showed 
filth turned up in 25 per cent of 
the samples compared to 10 per 
cent in a 1972 study. 


Tests were made on 39 foods 
from three major manufac­ 
turers. 
A CU spokeswoman said that 
while some kinds of insect ,filth 
are considered unavoidable by 
the FDA, rodent hairs should 
not be permitted and the 
enamel chip problem should be 
tackled 
CU said “ the foods with filth 
included: Beech-Nut peas, 
Beech-Nut chicken and chicken 
broth, Gerber vegetables and 
beef dinner, Beech-Nut turkey 
and rice with vegetables din­ 
ner, Gerber bananas with 
tapioca, Beech-Nut applesauce, 
Gerber applesauce, Heinz ap­ 
plesauce, Heinz orange juice 
and Heinz apple juice.” 
The FDA said it has no 
specific tolerance level for filth 
in baby food but does have 
limits for filth in the baby food 
ingredients such as cereals and 
fruits.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
Senate committee has spiked 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown J r ’s 
hopes for putting the empty $1.3 
million California governor’s 
mansion to some use during his 
term 
For a second tim e, the 
Governmental 
Organization 
Committee Tuesday rejected 
legislation that would have 
allowed the Brown Administra­ 
tion to use the luxurious 
riverfront estate for something 
besides the official home for 
governors. 
The action will leave Cali­ 
fornia with two governor's 
mansions and a governor who 
lives in a rented apartment. 
The committee vote was 5-6, 
one short of approval, on the 
Assembly-passed bill (AB14) 
which was carried by Assem­ 
blyman John Vasconcellos. D- 
San Jose. 
“I hate to see a $1 million 
building sit idle, I think it’s im­ 
m oral,” said a discouraged 
Vasconcellos. 
The proposal was recently re­ 
drafted by the administration in 
hopes of meeting the commit­ 
tee’s earlier objections. Instead 
of giving wide-open authority 
for the administration to figure 
out alternative uses, the latest 
amendments would have limit­ 
ed the mansion to meetings, 
seminars and training sessions 
by state officials. 
Committee members said 
they w ere w orried about 
careless treatment of the huge, 
12,000 square-foot home, which 
is in the final stages of con­ 
struction and is scheduled for 


Brown wants presidency,

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
wants to be President but has 
r,ot decided when he will seek 
the nation's highest office, a 
former aide fired by Brown 
says. 
Jim Lorenz, former director 
of the Employment Develop­ 
ment Department, Tuesday 
said he believes the governor 
also thinks he has a chance to 
win the presidential nomination 
next year if the Democrats 
deadlock at their convention. 
Lorenz said his observations 
were based on his experience in 
the Brown administration but 
conceded he never spoke first­ 
hand with the governor about 
the presidential question. 
He said the governor decided 
last spring to work toward the 
presidency but declined to say 
how Brown arrived at tne deci­ 
sion. 
Brown's assistant press se­ 
cretary. David Jensen, said no 
such decision about the presi­ 
dency was made. “The gover­ 
n o r is not ru n n in g fo r 
anything.’’ Jensen said. 
Asked by reporters about 
Brown’s am bitions. Lorenz 
said, “ Absolutely, there is no 
question about it. He wants to 
be President.” The question is 
when, and Brown may be will­ 
ing to wait until 1980 or later to 
run for the White House, Lorenz 
said. 
Citing Brown’s statement of 
last Friday that the governor is 
not running for president, 
Lorenz said: 
“That’s a true 
statement. He is not running for 
President. He is waiting for it.” 
He said the governor has 
softened his criticism of big 
business and is trying to build a

George Wallace on issues such 
as th e a d m in is tra tio n of 
welfare and to have Brown 
available as an alternative if 
Wallace is strong enough to 
deadlock the Democratic con­ 
vention.

At issue is the federally ad­ 
ministered 
"Supplemental 


Security Income Program (SSI 
and SSP)” for about 600,000 
blind, disabled and elderly 
recipients in California. 
Obledo, who asserted the 
federal government is unfairly 
" h a r a s s i n g ” the state by 
withholding funds for food 
stamps and Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children, asked 
Cranston to help put together an 
"independent committee to in­ 
vestigate the federal govern­ 
ment’s administration of the 
SSI-SSP program.” 
“We would suggest that all 
members be independent of 
government and that a majori­ 
ty be experienced certified 
public accountants or audi- 


tors,” he said. 
During the past two weeks, 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. and 
Obledo have been especially 
outspoken in their criticism of 
the Ford administration’s oper­ 
ation of public aid programs. 
Obledo told Cranston that 
during the past six months 
California had been penalized 
about $20 million for the opera­ 
tion of the AFDC program and 


this was done "despite its 
former welfare commissioner 
(Robert B. Carleson) praising 
us as running the most cost- 
effective, error-free welfare 
program of any major state.” 
Obledo sent along to Cranston

protest 


BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) 
— A mob of "law-and-order” 
demonstrators, many of them 
believed to be off-duty police, 
broke into the home of Prime 
Minister Kukrit Pramoj today 
and looted the residence 


About 2,000 persons marched 
across the Thai capital to 
Kukrit’s home Tuesday night to 
protest government leniency 
toward militant students and 
farmers. 
The jeering crowd threw 
stones at the house for two 
hours and then broke into the 
building after midnight as riot 
police fired bullets into the air 


At the time of the incident, 
the prime minister was talking 
to representatives of the 
demonstrators at a police sta­ 
tion a half-mile away. 


Kukrit then drove to Govern­ 
ment House for a two-hour, ear­ 
ly morning m eeting with 
members of his cabinet and 
National Police Chief Pote 
Bekanand. 


Defense Minister Pramarn 
Adireksam said later the prime 
minister decided against call­ 
ing in troops to put down the in­ 
creasing police unrest. 
“The prime minister decided 
to make big matters into small 
matters and small matters into 
nothing at all,” Pramarn said. 
Police said as many as half 
the demonstrators were be­ 
lieved to be off-duty officers 
dressed in street clothes. At 
least three police vehicles took 
part in the protest. 


San Quentin 


Six trial 


resumes 


SAN RAFAEL (UPI) - The 
San Quentin Six trial resumes 
Thursday—exactly four years 
after the riot in the San Quentin 
Adjustment Center and the 
abortive breakout try that led 
to the deaths of three guards 
and three inmates. 
Six persons are on trial for sl­ 
itting the throat of the three 
guards that day and a former 
guard who survived the vio­ 
lence of Aug. 21,1971, conceded 
on the stand Tuesday he later 
claimed to be “mentally ill” as 
a result. 
Kenneth McCray, now 43, 
won early retirement in 1972 
partly as a result of the mental 
trauma he suffered during the 
breakout attempt. 
McCray testified last week 
that he was left for dead in his 
cell with his throat slashed dur­ 
ing the breakout try. 
He underwent tough cross- 
examination Tuesday by Robert 
Carrow, representing defen­ 
dant L uis T a la m e n te z . 
Observers noted that McCray is 
the only witness who has linked 
Talamentez to the slayings dur­ 
ing the breakout. 
“Both your applications (for 
disability and retirement) al­ 
leged that you suffered from 
this mental illness both on Aug. 
23, 1971 (when he gave a tape- 
recorded statement to the dis­ 
trict attorney)...and when you 
testified before a grand jury. 
Isn’t that a fair statement?” 
asked Carrow. 
“Yes, sir,” the ex-guard 
replied. 
Carrow brought out a number 
of apparent contradictions be­ 
tween McCray’s recollection of 
the facts last week and his prior 
statements. For instance, he 
said originally he was tied up in 
the foyer of the adjustment 
center and dragged into the 
cell. Later he said he was bound 
in the cell. 
The trial was in recess today.

Viking 
Mrs. Hearst testifies before grand jury 


DETROIT (UPI) - Authori­ 
ties said today that photographs 
of James R. Hoffa mailed to 
United Press International and 
to Hoffa's son were not leads to 
the mystery disappearance 
three weeks ago of the former 
Teamsters International union 
boss 
The photos — small color 
snapshots — caused a stir Tues­ 
day that lasted for several 
hours before their origin was 
disclosed 
Hoffa's lawyer son. James P. 
Hoffa, called the photo sent him 
a “ cruel joke” and said he 
could not understand why it was 


sent. 
In Orlando. Fla., lawyer Ed 
Kirkland said the photos were 
sent by a client, C. Monroe 
Lerman of Orlando but did not 
explain the reason. 
Lerman was identified as an 
inventor who struck up an 
acquaintance with Hoffa sever­ 
al years ago and who wanted 
Hoffa to help him form a 
national union composed of the 
physically handicapped 
Ler­ 
man himself has been confined 
to a wheelchair since childhood. 
Kirkland said Lerman would 
meet with FBI agents to clear 
up questions about the photos.

Authorities said that at first 
they suspected the photos were 
sent to convey the impression 
that the 62-year-old Hoffa was 
seen after his disappearance. 
The photos showed a grim 
Hoffa standing behind a smiling 
man seated in a wheelchair, his 
hand resting on the trunk of a 
late model Cadillac with its 
license plate — but no identify­ 
ing numbers or letters — clear­ 
ly visible. 
The photos arrived at the 
Detroit bureau of UPI and at 
Hoffa's office in white en­ 
velopes containing no return ad­ 
dress. Inside the envelopes 
were single sheets of yellow 
paper folded around the photos 
There was no writing on the 
paper or photos. 
Postal officials said the coded 
postmarks showed the photos 
were mailed Sunday from one 
of the 70 post offices in the 
Orlando area. 
Kirkland said the photos were 
taken by Mrs. Lerman in his 
presence outside an Orlando 
restaurant “ long before” Hoffa 
vanished.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(U PI) — A Viking spacecraft 
was readv — again — for launch 
today on a twice-delayed, 
billion-dollar mission to look for 
life on Mars. 
Space agency officials said 
Tuesday all systems were “ go” 
for the 5 :22 p m EDT launch 
If all goes well, Viking will 
journey 505 million miles 
through space and arrive in the 
red planet’s orbit June 19. 1976. 
Scientists said there was still a 
chance a Viking lander would 
touch down on the Martian sur­ 
face on the nation’s bicen­ 
tennial 
A second Viking spacecraft is 
scheduled to take off on an iden­ 
tical Mars mission Sept. 1. 
“ We feel confident that all 
systems are in a ready position 
for launch,” Viking Project 
Manager James Martin said 
Tuesday. 
John Neilon, director of 
launch operations for the Ken­ 
nedy Space Center, said the 
only foreseeable problem might 
be the weather. He said 
forecasters have predicted 
thunderstorms inland of the 
Cape today and there is a 
chance of some “ electrical ac­ 
tivity” in the vicinity of the 
launch pad 


Thunder and lightning storms 
in the Cape Canaveral area last 
week caused work to stop on the 
launch pad more than once and 
might have been responsible for 
a battery problem that forced 
one of two launch delays. 


“ We may never know exactly 
how the switch (that drained 
the Viking battery) was turned 
on. but it could have been 
caused by lightning or any other 
electrical discharge." Martin 
said.

The corporation was stopped 
from doing business July 10 by 
the federal court for the 
southern district of New York, 
acting on a complaint from the 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission alleging the firm 
defaulted on $18 million in 
repurchase agreements. The 
New York Court appointed 
Marsh as the receiver at that 
time.

Universe theory 
may be altered 


SAN DIEGO (U.PI) - The 
sighting of a mystery star 300 
light years from earth during 
the recent Apollo-Soyuz space 
venture could alter existing 
theories about the nature of the 
universe, the nation's leading 
astronomers were told Tues­ 
day. 
Dr Stuart Bowyer of the 
University of California, Ber­ 
keley. said the measurement of 
ultraviolet rays could also lead 
to the discovery of other outer 
terrestrial bodies previously 
undetected by conventional 
scientific techniques. 
The theory that outer space is 
a thin soup of hydrogen and 
helium atoms that evenly ab­ 
sorbs the radiation before it 
reaches earth could be chan­ 
ged. Bowyer told the 146th an­ 
nual convention of the 
American Astronomical Socie­ 
ty 
"Until last month astronom­ 
ers were saying you couldn’t 
see 10 light years away with ex­ 
treme ultraviolet radiation, let 
alone 300 light years away." he 
said. 
But the discovery by Ameri­ 
can astronauts of the star in the 
constellation Coma Berenices 
could yield unparralleled infor­ 
mation about aging stars that 
have not yet died, he suggested. 
The star, emitting one million 
times more ultraviolet radia­ 
tion than the sun. may be HZ-43, 
a star observed in the 1930s by 
astronomers at the nearby 
Palomar Observatory. 
The astronauts sighted the 
star during the fifth day of their 
mission when they focused a 
special ultraviolet ray tele­ 
scope on 30 separate targets. 
Bowyer said the experiment 
was based on what he called the 
"Wonton Soup” theory, which 
argues that hydrogen and 
helium atoms float through 
space in large clumps. 
"It’s kind of like looking 
through wonton soup." he said. 
"If you hit a wonton. you’re 
had But if you look through the 
broth, you can see clear to the 
bottom of the bowl." 


Another astronomer speaking 


at the meeting of the 1,000- 
member society warned that 
air pollution and the glare of 
encroaching city lights are 
threatening the usefulness of 
conventional scientific tech­ 
niques at the nation’s obser­ 
vatories 
"It is well known that obser­ 
vatories on Mt. Wilson in Los 
Angeles and Mt. Hamilton near 
San Jose. Calif., are increasing­ 
ly hampered by effects of 
encroaching population 
centers." Dr Laurence Fre­ 
drick explained. 
Callaway

TAMPA, Fla. (U P I) - 
Former California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan represents the only 
threat to President Ford in his 
bid for the 1976 GOP nomina­ 
tion, the President’s campaign 
manager says. 
And Howard H. "Bo" Calla­ 
way said Ford's campaign 
strategy is being mapped out 
"on the assumption that (Rea­ 
gan) is running," although the 
former governor has yet to for­ 
mally announce his candidacy. 
Callaway, former Secretary 
of the Army and a former 
Georgia legislator, was in 
Tampa Tuesday to meet with 
Republican leaders. 
“ On the basis that he 
(Reagan) is running, we are 
beginning to look at the 33 
states that have primaries to 
get our strategies and priorities 
in order." Callaway said, ad­ 
ding that “ Florida w ill 
probably be one of those which 
have a high priority." 
But Callaway said, "even if 
we should lose Florida, it will 
not be any kind of a disaster as 
far as the nation goes. Five of 
the states we’re going to win 
very handily: New York, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania. Illinois and Mi­ 
chigan. There’s no effective 
Reagan organization in any of 
those states."

selected by Demos 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
Democratic Site Selection Com­ 
mittee has unofficially chosen 
New York City over Los 
Angeles for the party’s 1976 
national convention, according 
to a high ranking party source. 
The source said Tuesday a re­ 
cent informal poll of the 20- 
member committee shows 
more than half of its members 
intend to pick New York when 
the committee votes officially 
next Wednesday in Washington. 
The source, who is closely as­ 
sociated with the Site Selection 
Committee, said it has to 
resolve only a few minor 
problems with city officials 
before the selection can be af­ 
firmed. 


Previously uncommitted 
committee members have 
swung toward New York 
because of assurances from 
local union leaders that there is 
not expected be any labor strife 
in the city when the convention 
opens July 12, according to the 
source. 
f 
In addition, most members 
reportedly are satisfied New 
York’s fiscal problems will 
generally be over, allowing 


enough police and other ser­ 
vices necessary for a large con­ 
vention. 
A spokesman for Madison 
Square Garden, where the con­ 
vention would be held, said that 
while no legal documents had 
yet been signed, "We are 
operating under the assumption 
the convention will be here." 
M eanwhile, 
State 
Democratic Chairman Patrick 
J. Cunningham, reached in 
Albany, said it was "absolutely 
untrue" any decision — official 
or unofficial — had been made, 
but he did confirm a final deci­ 
sion will be reached next 
Wednesday. 
The source said some mem­ 
bers remain opposed to New 
York because urban problems 
may dominate the convention. 
Still, he said, the majority 
prefers New York because it 
has plenty of hotel space near 
the Garden and is only 250 miles 
from Washington. 
More important, according to 
some insiders, is the reported 
backing of Dem ocratic 
National Chairman Robert 
Strauss and the influence of 
Governor Carey and Mayor 
Beame. both Democrats.

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Gray shades of Wood

The world is full of people who were 
going to be the next Babe Ruth, the next 
Don Hutson, the next Elgin Baylor and 
then fell on their faces. 
But still the temptation to draw such 
visionary comparisons is unavoidable. 
Consider the case of Willie Wood and 
Johnnie Gray. The similarities are too 
numerous and evident to ignore. 
Both signed as free agents. Both 
play(ed) free safety. Both were assigned 
No. 24. Both are black. And both sUnd 
about 5-foot-lO, 5-11 and weigh about 
185, 190 pounds. 
Wood, a rookie 15 years ago, went on 
to become one of the greatest safeties in 
the history of the National Football 
League before retiring in 1971, while 
Gray has been in the Green Bay Packers’ 
camp less than five weeks. So whether or 
not there will continue to be parallels is a 
matter to be answered in time wily. 
Right now Gray isn’t even certain of 
making the team, much less following in 
Wood’s footsteps. But there are people in 
a position of authority, secondary coach 
Jim Colbert for one, who would like to 
imagine that he is capable of it. 
At the mere mention of the two namw, 
Colbert’s eyes light up and momentarily 
he seems to experience a stimulating vi­ 
sion.

Race driver 
Donohue dies 


GRAZ, Austria (U PI) - Loner Mark 
Dcmohue, his loyalty to Roger Penske 
and a compulsion to win pushing him into 
Grand Prix racing after he already had 
quit the sport, died Tuesday night of 
complications that arose following an 
operation to remove a blood clot from his 
brain. 
Donohue, 38, in search of his first 
Grand Prix victory after a career of 57 
triumphs on the North American circuit, 
crashed Sunday during a practice run for 
the Austrian Grand Prix and was 
hospitalized after complaining of 
headaches at the track. 
X-rays taken at Landes Grankenhaus 
Hospital revealed a blood clot which dic­ 
tated immediate surgery. Donohue 
remained unconscious and in serious 
condition following the surgery and died 
at about 7 p.m. Tuesday—less than 12 
hours after veteran stock car driver 
Dewayne "Tiny” Lund was buried 
following fatal injuries Sunday in a six- 
car crash at the Talladega 500. 
A third racing-related death occurred 
earlier Tuesday when Manfred Schaller, 
a track official who was hurt when 
Donohue’s vehicle blew a tire and 
crashed into a metal guard rail, passed 
away from internal injuries. 
Penske flew to London Sunday upon 
hearing of Donohue’s accident and 
reportedly brought one of Europe’s 
leading neurosurgeons to Austria to look 
in on his No. 1 driver. Penske and 
Donohue’s wife, Eden, staged a bedside 
vigil at the Austrian hospital. 
Donohue had driven exclusively since 
1966 for Penske, his friend and longtime 
associate. But Donohue decided to quit 
while on top and announced his retire­ 
ment after winning the International 
Race of Champions at Daytona Beach, 
Fla., on Feb. 15, 1974. 


" I ’ve accomplished just about 
everything that I hoped to in racing,” 
Donohue said at the time. " I’m 37 years 
old and I’m not going to get any bet­ 
ter.” 
But the one unconquered world—toe 
Formula One circuit —lured Donctoue 
back into competition and there were 
dreams in the Penske camp that 
Donohue would become the first 
American since Phil Hill to win the 
world driving championship. 
The Donohue-Penske team debuted 


last year at the Canadian Grand Prix at 
Mosport, Ontario, but the Penske car 
never reached the factory’s potential and 
Donohue never finished better than fifth 
in any 1975 Grand Prix race. 
Labeled a "loner,” Donohue denied 
that he refused to make close friends for 
fear they might die in racing accidents. 
He was a quiet man, dedicated to his job 
and often spoke in low tones. 


The Media, Pa., native made his In­ 
dianapolis debut in 1969, finishing 
seventh and earning Rookie of the Year

honors. He was second to A1 Unser at 
Indy in 1970, won the the Pocono 500 in 
1971 and Indy the following year. 


He won 49 races in a spectacular 
career that also included the Can- 
American championship, three Trans- 
American titles, two United States road 
racing crowns and one in stock car rac­ 
ing. 
Donohue, who graduated from Brown 
University with an engineering degree, 
suffered serious knee injuries in 1972 in a 
sports car practice accident at Road 
Atlanta, Ga., that cost him a chance for 
the title. He won the series the following 
year in a Porsche—the same car he was 
to set a world speed record in at 
Talladega, Ala. in July, 1975. 
Donohue is survived by his wife and 
two sons, Michael and David.

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
San Diego Chargers signed 
former National Football 
League passing champion Vir­ 
gil Carter Monday night and 
dropped four other players. 
‘We re glad to have him or 
we wouldn’t have traded for 
him in the first place,” said 
Harland Svare, Chargers gener­ 
al manager. 
The players the Chargers 
dropped were running back 
Tommy Thompson, guard Chris 
Mackie, wide receiver Ike 
McBee and Gene Killian, the of­ 
fensive lineman who failed his 
San Diego physical exami­ 
nation after being claimed from 
Dallas last week 
The Chargers obtained the 
negotiating rights to Carter 19 
months ago when they dealt 
quarterback Wayne Clark to 
Cincinnati. 
Carter, who has a degree in 
statistical and engineering 
sciences from Brigham Young 
University and a master’s 
degree in mathematics from 
Northwestern, wrote a thesis 
for a doctorate on “ Probabili­ 
ties in Respect to Operational 
Research in Football.” 
He arrived here from Chicago 
Monday night and passed a 
physical examination. He suf­ 
fered a broken finger on his 
right, or passing, hand with the 
Chicago Fire of the World Foot­ 
ball League last year. He was 
out in 1973 with a broken 
shoulder. 
"W ith what I had to go 
through last year, it’s healed, 
believe me.” Carter said of his 
shoulder. "There’s no denying 
I’ve had my share of broken 
bones, of bumps and bruises.” 
He noted the Chargers “ had 
only 23 sacks” in 1974 and said. 
"I like to think I check out a 
decision before I make it.”

Davis ends subscription; 
will pray for L.A. Times 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - “ I 
am going to pray for the Los 
Angeles Times.’’ Police Chief 
Ed Davis wrote in a letter 
published by the paper today. 
The letter, printed with no 
editorial reponse. cancels a 
subscription to the paper and 
ends a daily reading habit that 
Davis said extends back to his 
grandfather in 1890 
The chief complained that the 
metropolitan daily had evolved 
through the years from “one of 
Sthe finest newspapers in the 
Srorjd” into “ a journal which 
apparently has as its objective 
being the leading journal of 
moral revisionism in the United 
States.” 
The chief cited a litany of 
journalistic sins committed by 


the paper, among them: 
— “ You are constantly at­ 
tempting to condition us to a 
dramatic new set of moral 
values .” 
— “ You are the Paul Revere 
of the oncoming avalanche of 
libertine behavior.” 
— “ You are the masters of 
selective reporting, impressio­ 
nistic journalism, direct mis­ 
quotes.” 
— "You have mastered the 
technology necessary to put out 
a great newspaper; but the soul 
of your paper is sick 
Suggesting that the Times 
had declared war against him, 
Davis complained that this year 
“ almost every reporter who 
has had any part of reporting 
anything I have said has

Council

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - A 
majority of the City Council un­ 
officially asked police officials 
Tuesday to change their posi­ 
tion and open their files on the 
Robert Kennedy assassination 
to a county probe of the case 
Police Chief Eld Davis and the 
Police Commission both had 
refused to release their 10- 
volume summary of police 
proceedings after Kennedy’s 
assassination the night he won 
the 1968 Democratic Presiden­ 
tial primary 
There was no immediate 
comment from police officials 
on whether they would change 
their mind in light of the action 
by nine of the 15 members. It 
also was unclear whether an ex­ 
pected council vote next month 
making the request official 
would be binding on Davis. 
The resolution calls on the 
P o lice 
D epartm ent 
to 
“ immediately make available 
all evidence in its possession 
related to the assassination’’ of 
Kennedy, including the sum­ 
mary. statements of witnesses, 
raw files, photos, crime lab 
reports and movies showing a 
reinactment of the crime. 
“The Police Department 
holds the evidence that could 
resolve some of the doubts sur­ 
rounding Sen. Kennedy’s tragic 
death.” explained Councilman 
Zev Yaroslavsky, who in­ 
troduced the motion. 
“ We are simply doing what 
we can to aid the people in ob­ 
taining the answers to their 
questions. The public has a 
right to know the answers to 
these questions.” 
Yaroslavsky’s motion was 
seconded by eight other council 
members and he said that 
response “ is indicative of the 
people’s insistence that the 
answers, or non-answers, we 
have been given to date are not 
satisfactory.’’ 


Deputy Border Patrol Chief 
Max Ramee said 2.000 to 4.000 
aliens are caught each month 
sneaking into the country in his 
South Texas sector. The check­ 
points. operated about 50 miles 
from the border, are a major 
deterrent, he said. 
A 1975 Supreme Court deci­ 
sion said persons could be stop­ 
ped and questioned about their 
citizen ship 
at 
inland 
checkpoints, “ but any further 
detention must be based on con­ 
sent or probable cause." The 
ruling did not affect searches of 
automobiles made by U.S. 
Customs agents at border cros­ 
sings. 
As interpreted by the 9th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals, the 
ruling caused elimination of the 
checkpoints in California and 
Arizona. 
But in Texas, under jurisdic­ 
tion of the 5th Circuit, and in 
New Mexico, in the 10th Circuit 
area, the Border Patrol contin­ 
ues to operate the inland sta­ 
tions. officials said, meaning 
more than half the U.S.-Mexico 
border still is covered by the 
checkpoints. 
“ We had already gone into 
the requirements they’re 
(courts) setting up so there was 
very, very little change made." 
said Ramee. headquartered in 
McAllen. “ The major dif­ 
ference is we had been checking 
trunks on reasonable suspicion 
and now we need probable 
cause.” 
In the fiscal year ending June 
30. Border Patrol agents seized 
263.199 pounds of marijuana and 
579 ounces of heroin, with a 
combined street value of $27 
million, incidental to their main 
purpose of enforcing immigra­ 
tion laws along the 1,933-mile 
U.S.-Mexican border. 


The Border Patrol also 
caught 663.270 illegal aliens in 
the 10-state Southwest Region, 
down 23.000 from the previous 
year, intercepted 15.000 fraudu­ 
lent entry documents, and 
arrested 6.285 smugglers who 
were carrying 76,862 aliens into 
the United States. 


“ I ’m not criticizing the 
court’s decision — it was made 
on the basis of law, not prac­ 
ticality,” said Bill Kline, head 
of the Drug Enforcement Ad­ 
ministration office in San An­ 
tonio. “ But it’s my opinion that 
the ruling is going to make 
things easier for the smug­ 
gler.”

dent’s veto. 


"Yet. nine months later, the 
Department of Labor has yet to 
publish even its proposed 
regulations to carry out this 
law.” said Cranston. 


Cranston said vacant on-the- 
job training slots available for 
veterans are unfilled because 
the Veterans Administration 
and the Department of Labor do 
not have any established 
procedures to contact employ­ 
ers and refer eligible veterans. 


Reagan, Wallace ticket discussed 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Aides to Alabama Gov. George 
Wallace and former California 
Gov Ronald Reagan have dis­ 
cussed "in general terms" the 
K 
ossibility of Wallace and 
leagan running together on a 
third party presidential ticket 
in 1976,* the director of 
Wallace’s campaign organiza­ 
tion said Tuesday. 
Aides to Reagan denied the 
comments. 
Charles Snider said Tuesday 
he has talked “ occasionally on 
the telephone" to both Reagan 
and John Sears, head of the 
Citizens for Reagan organiza­ 
tion. about what might happen 
if Reagan and Wallace are 
“ snubbed“ at next year’s 
Republican and Democratic 
conventions 


Both men “ are the type of 
guys who would put country 
above party” and run together, 
he said. 


He also suggested that 
Wallace would claim the right 
to head such a ticket because of 
his campaign's superior organi­ 
zational apparatus. 
While Snider insisted that no 
commitments had been made in 


the conversations, two Reagan 
spokesmen suggested that the 
talks had never occurred 
Sears said the issue of a third 
party campaign was raised last 
week during a question period 
at a Young Americans For 
Freedom conference in Chica­ 
go. and he said he repeated 
Reagan's judgment that third 
party tickets were impractical 
because they usually sealed the 
election of the people they were 
designed to defeat. 


Michael Deaver, a Reagan 
aide who said he has asked the 
former governor directly about 
Snider’s comments, said Rea­ 
gan “ has never had a meeting 
with Mr. Snider or talked to 
him about this.” 


"The (former) governor is 
committed to the Republican 
Party, building a strong Repub­ 
lican Party.” he added. 


Snider also indicated that 
Wallace, at least for the pre­ 
sent. is primarily interested in 
gaining votes in the upcoming

The tests will cost an es­ 
timated $210,000 plus tran­ 
sportation costs of the cars 
equipped with the V-8, 440 
cubic-inch-displacement engine 
from dealer showrooms to 
test facilities in Sante Fe Spr­ 
ings and the San Francisco 
area. 
The California Air Resources 
Board last Saturday banned 
sale of cars with the engine — 
the largest produced by the No. 
3 automaker — because they 
failed to meet pollution require­ 
ments. California’s clean air 
standards are the toughest in 
the nation.

Ag Board headaches 


The first, secret-ballot, 
farm labor elections in 
California are set to take place 
as early as September 5, and 
we are sure they will mark 
either the life or the death of 
Governor Brown’s historic 
farm labor legislation. 
A five-member Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board has 
been working on the thorny 
subject of exactly how the 
elections will be run, and that 
board has had its problems. 
In an effort at putting the 
most thought and public input 
behind the more controversial 
of the election rules, the Board 
has issued what conceives to 
be the basic regulations, leav­ 
ing the “heavies” for last, or, 
as some have suggested, until 
members of the Board have 
been formally confirmed by 
the Senate Rules Committee 
on August 27. 
One aspect of the election 
rules procedure left for last 
was the “access rule” which 
would deal with union access 
to workers on the various 
farms throughout the state. 
Cesar Chavez of the United 
Farm Workers is threatening 
a sit-in in Sacramento if his 
union organizers are not given 
access. Growers are con­ 
cerned from the point of view 
that such access would violate 
not only their land’s privacy, 


but also the workers’ ability to 
com plete his job during 
harvest. And the Teamsters 
simply are calling all 
proposals they have heard to 
date “ confused and un- 
wnrkahlp ” 
To its credit, the Ag Labor 
Relations Board is taking the 
issue to public hearings, and 
we sincerely hope all sides in 
the matter will not become so 
embroiled in rhetoric and past 
differences that a solution 
becomes impossible prior to 
the elections. 
Workers must be given ac- 
cess 
to 
each u n i o n ’s 
philosophies, 
so union 
representatives must be given 
access to the workers. 
Conversely, growers are pay­ 
ing to have their crops 
harvested, and on time, with a 
minimum number of interrup­ 
tions. Perhaps after-work 
meetings with workers by un­ 
ion reps might be an answer? 
There are a myriad of other 
problems for which solutions 
m u st be found b efo re 
September 5. Union symbols 
on the ballots, eligibility lists, 
and Ag Board members’ ties 
to organized labor are some of 
them. Time seems to be the 
real question, now, and we 
hope there is enough of it to 
allow an orderly first secret 
election in California.

On the one 
hand Mr. Ford is the statutorily 
authorized President; on the other hand, 
he is, as the first official unelected in a 
national contest in American history to 
achieve the White House, in a vague sort 
of way illegitimate.

A call to arms has been sounded by the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. In its August 
edition of its state newspaper, it decries 
the “downgrading of California veterans 
which has been continuing through 
several past years and has been par­ 
ticularly bad this year with a complete 
refusal of any and all veterans legisla­ 
tion and a continued attack on legitimate 
veterans benefits." 
Th‘ VFW may be overstating the case 
when it charges all veteran legislation 
has been turned down but there is no 
denying that there has been an increas­ 
ing inattention to the veterans as a seg­ 
ment of the population by both the 
legislature and the administration. 


This disdain for the veterans com­ 
menced in 1967 when the Assembly com­ 
bined the veterans committee with that 
handling civil service. Two years later 
all reference to veterans was dropped 
from the committee title. In 1971 the 
Senate also eliminated its veterans com­ 


I do not begin to suggest that Richard 
Nixon, as a final gesture of spite, named 
as Vice President someone manifestly ill 
equipped to conduct the responsibilities 
of that office. I do mean to say this, that 
if Richard Nixon were President today, a 
considerable challenge would have 
already been mounted on the question of 
whether a Nixonite with the current 
prescriptions, or a challenger with other 
prescriptions, should be nominated by 
the Republican Party for President in 
1976. 
No one would have considered such op­ 
position as an act of disloyalty. On the 
contrary, the national parties have as 
their principal function die ventilation of 
differences between their constituents, 
leading to a resolution of sorts: which 
man, advocating which policies, should 
be presented to the American people in a 
general election. 
There is a not uninteresting and quite 
recent historical analog. Although 
Lyndon Johnson was thoroughly elected 
by the people in 1964, there was explicit 
dissatisfactio n with him among 
Democrats in 1968 Allard Lowenstein 
went first to the obvious competitor to 
Mr. Johnson, Robert Kennedy, and in­ 
vited him to enter New Hampshire. 
Senator Kennedy, in an atypical seizure 


of ambivalence, declined. In due course 
Senator McCarthy, his hand held modest­ 
ly aloft, volunteered to make the 
challenge. The obvious contender in the 
spring primaries is Ronald Reagan. One 
hopes he will enter a primary campaign 
for the Republican nomination. 
Many of Mr. Ford’s supporters are 
managing to suggest that Republican 
loyalty requires unanimity in the matter 
of his redesignation. I take the libertv of 
suggesting that this is probably not Mr. 
Ford’s own surreptitious view. He knows 
too much, and admires too profoundly, 
the give and take of democratic politics 
to make any such presumption. It was 
something other than his loyalty to the 
incumbent that led him to challenge, and 
defeat, Charles Halleck as Republican 
leader in the House of Representatives. 
On the other hand, the lure of the 
Presidency is very strong, and typically, 
an incumbent finds himself yielding to 
the extravagant attentions of his cour­ 
tiers: and this, I fear, is the temptation 
Mr. Ford is yielding to, notwithstanding 
his genuine devotion to the democratic 
process. 
So is it with many Republicans, who do 
not pause to reflect that however, we ap­ 
plaud this or the other instance of Mr. 
Ford’s resistance to the organized left. 


in fact he presides over policies which if 
they had been championed by any of his 
Democratic predecessors in office, 
would have been roundly denounced by 
the entire Republican membership of the 
United States Congress. 
President Nixon initiated a set of 
policies which, however, well- 
intentioned, resulted in a) a humiliating 
defeat in Vietnam; b) a budget deficit 
larger than any Democrat ever dared to 
endorse; c) the baptism of detente as the 
established policy of a President who 
suddenly began to say things about the 
peace-loving intentions of the Com­ 
munist superpowers which, had they 
been said 20 years earlier by an 
American official, would have resulted 
in his being issued a subpoena by 
Congressman Nixon to appear before the 
House Committee on Un-American Ac­ 
tivities; and d) the passing along of the 
seals of office to a genial man of conser­ 
vative disposition who however accepts 
the coils of detente as he would the 
fingers of a masseuse, reveling in his 
presumed contribution to world peace; 
and who considers himself triumphant 
when, by raw exercise of the executive 
veto, he succeeds in reducing a projected 
national deficit from 70 to 60 billion 
dollars.

mittee. Since those events veteran 
legislation has been parceled off to com­ 
mittees primarily concerned with a host 
of other matters. 
During this same period a seeming 
desire to phase (Hit the benefits provided 
veterans by the state was being exhibited 
by the Reagan administration. Its ap­ 
pointees to the Department of Veteran 
Affairs adopted a hardline attitude 
towards fulfillment of programs. And its 
appointments to the California Veterans 
Board were so ineffective that a 
legislative committee recommended the 
abolition of the board. 
Hopes that the incoming administra­ 
tion imbued with the “new spirit" would 
reverse this trend have been shortlived 
as Governor Brown stalled the appoint­ 
ment of a new department director for 
six months and has failed to replace the 
Reagan appointees on the board. 
What undoubtedly has contribued to 
this absence of concern for the veterans 
is 
the diminishing strength of the 


veteran organizations. There was a time 
when the VFW and American Ugion 
were dominant powers on the state’s 
G 
riitical front. Not far behind was the 
isabled American Veterans. The 
leaderships of these groups either held 
public office themselves or sat in the 
high councils of those in office. Support 
of the organizations was constantly 
sought in every political campaign. 
Somewhere along the line they have 
faltered in their goals. Recruitment of 
new members from the ranks of those 
returning from WW n were far from ex­ 
pectations and their appeal to veterans 
of Korea and Vietnam have been even 
more disappointing. 
But, organized or not, there are more 
than 3 million veterans in California. 
Their needs are separate and peculiar 
from the rest of the citizenry because of 
their sacrifices in the service of their 
country. They deserve better treatment 
than the low priority currently being 
given. It should be at least equal to that 


of civil service, labor and farmers, who 
they outnumber individually and collec­ 
tively. Yet each of these groups have the 
status of their own committees in both 
houses. 
As the VFW points out not only is the 
continuance of the California Veterans 
Home threatened by budget provisions 
calling for a study on “how to phase out" 
the home, but recommendations have 
been made to merge the veteran 
scholarship program into the operations 
of the scholarship commission and signs 
and rumors suggest efforts may be un­ 
der way to merge the veterans home 
loan program with the planned new hous­ 
ing program. Meanwhile attacks on civil 
service preference for veterans con­ 
tinue. 
It its call to arms the VFW accurately 
puts its finger on the pressing need to 
reinstitute the veteran committees to en­ 
sure having members in both houses 
dedicated to watchdogging the veterans 
interests.
